SENDING MESSAGES. 
MAYOR'S RECOMENDATION

there is no fund to pay for messenger 
service for those who lack the coin of 
the realm.

who might provide them with dal 
money and be given an opportunity to 
inform relatives and friends of their 
whereabouts. To bring this about the 
Mayor sent to the Council yesterday 
the following message, which was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committeee: 

“Upon investigation, I find that no 

n has ever been made at the 
police station for the sending of mes- 
sages from parties under arrest to per- 
rons with whom they desire to com- 
municate, except in cases where the 
prisoner has funds in his possession at 
the time of his arrest. This frequently 
makes it difficult for prisoners to com- 
municate with their friends or rela- 
tives, and is a hardship upon tho de- 
tained In the city prison. 

I, therefore, recommend te 
orable body that you set
